IT  appears,  from  the  Regifters  of  this  Charity, 
that  fince  its  primary  eftablifhment,  in  1783,  a 
period  of  25  years,  the  falutary  aids  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  have  been  adminiftered  to  more  than 
94,000  perfons.  Many  of  thefe  unhappy  objefts, 
affli£ted  with  the  combined  fufferings  of  poverty 
and  ficknefs,  had  the  ftrongeft  claim  on  the  com- 
panion of  all  who  enjoyed  the  power  of  mitigating 
their  forrows.  On  many  occafions,  indeed,  have 
the  Directors  of  this  Dispensary  witneffed  the 
melancholy  fight  of  a fellow-creature  enduring  at 
the  fame  time  the  evils  of  extreme  indigence,  and 
ofdifeafe;  accompanied  with  moft  excruciating 
pains.  If  there  could  be  a gratification  more  ex- 
quifite  in  enjoyment,  or  reflexion,  than  that  which 
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arifes  from  the  confcioufnefs  of  having,  through 
the  medium  of  this  Humane  Institution,  contri. 
buted  to  prevent,  remove,  or  alleviate  their  com- 
plicated miferies,  it  is  that,  which  they  themfelves 
voluntarily  afford,  in  their  artlefs,  but  fervent  effu- 
fions  of  heart  felt  thankfulnefs.  Fruitlefs  would 
be  the  attempt  to  defcribe  feelings,  which  it  is 
fcarcely  in  our  power  to  conceive. 

Humbly  imitating  our  beneficent  Creator,  and 
regarding  the  fick  and  needy  as  His  appointed  re- 
prefentatives  here  on  earth;  and  teflifying  our 
gratitude  to  Him,  by  our  zealous  and  charitable 
exertions  for  the  alleviation  of  their  diftrefs ; in 
ftrift  compliance  alfo  with  His  repeated  injunc- 
tions, may  we  long  beffow  fuch  bleffings,  and  be 
rewarded  with  fuch  exalted  delight!  If  in  this 
world  we  can  anticipate  and  experience  any  de- 
gree of  that  happinefs  which  awaits  us  in  a future 
ffate,  it  muff  be,  when,  in  obedience  to  the  divine 
precepts,  we  footh  the  bitter  anguifh  of  the  wretch- 
ed, and  render  their  condition  in  fome  meafure 
fupportable,  by  communicating  to  them  a portion 
of  thofe  many  comforts,  which  we  ourfelves,  by 
the  kind  bounty  of  Providence,  poffefs,  whilft  they 
are  deftitute  even  of  the  neceffanes  of  life. 
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To  these  considerations,  which  may  induce  the  opulent 
and  humane  to  patronize  such  Charitable  Establishments, 
limi^ht  be  added  their  beneficial  effects  in  populous  and  con- 
fined communities. 

That  the  salubrity  of  this  situation*  has  been  promoted 
<by  the  unremitting  exertions  of  the  Directors  of  the  Dis- 
pensary, 

* Whitehaven,  in  latitude  54®  32'  North,  longitude  30  30'  Wed,  has  not  impro- 
■j  perly  been  ftyled  the  Montpelier  of  the  North.  The  health  of  its  inhabitants  has  been 
preferved  by  various  advantage*  peculiar  to  its  fituation.  The  foil  is  Tandy  and  dry  ; 
I and,  though  the  hills  on  each  fide  and  oppofite  the  harbour  are  lolty,  the  fea  fhore  is 
considerably  elevated  The  coaft  is  remarkably  bold  and  rocky  ; abounding  with  ma- 
i rine  vegetables,  whofe  exhalations  muft  afford  a copious  fupply  of  vital  air. 

The  town  is  (ituated  at  the  head  of  the  Vale,  which  leads  to  St  Bees , and  the  com* 
tnunication  with  the  fea,  at  its  further  extremity,  a range  of  four  miles,  occafions  a re* 
! gular  fupply,  and  indeed  conftant  ftream,  of  frefh  air  ; the  immediate  effects  of  which 
are  gratefully  felt  in  fultry  weather  ; as  its  falutary  influence  muft  undoubtedly  operate 
at  all  feafons ; and  to  this  circumftance  alone  the  healthy  ftate  of  Whitehaven  and  its 
vicinity  has  been  attributed. 

The  town  is  fo  contiguous  to  the  fea,  that  the  tide  flows  up  to  it.  With  regard  to 
the  interior,  (a  circumftance  of  no  fmall  confideration  to  the  well-being  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  any  populous  town)  Whitehaven  is  remarkably  well-built ; the  dwellings  are 
generally  commodious  and  comfortable.  The  houfes,  with  a very  few  exceptions,  are 
j of  free  (lone,  covered  with  flate.  There  is  not  a tiled,  nor  a thatched  roof  in  the  town. 
Many  of  the  ftreets  are  fpacious ; and  moft  of  them  crofting  each  other  at  right  angles, 
the  Ventilation  (another  important  matter)  is  preferved  clear  and  uninterrupted  ; in 
| fhort,  the  principal  ftreets  are  completely  ventilated  by  the  north-weft  and  fouth-eafb 
wirds  and  the  opportunity  which  the  inhabitants  have  of  recreating  themfelvesby  their 
; occafional  walks  on  the  noble  piers,  which  form  the  Harbour  of  White  hayen,  contri- 
: butes  ftill  more  to  the  falubrity  of  the  place. 

Sea-port  towns,  from  the  conftant  effluvia  of  burning  tar , are  obferved  to  be  more 
j healthy  than  the  interior  country.  This,  Whitehaven  enjoys,  of  courfe,  only  in  common 
with  other  maritime  places  of  trade  ; but  it  pr  fieftes  other  advantages,  which  are  not 
{ extended  to  all  fuch  places  It  is  fituated  in  the  neighbourhood  of  extenfive  Col- 
I lieries  and  Lime  Works  ; and  the  bowels  of  the  earth  al£>  contain  great  abundance 
ot  free  ftone,  fla’e,  and  iion*ore.  The  limeftone  is  burnt  in  the  neighbourhood,  and 
j carted  through  the  central  ftreets,  in  large  quantities  for  exportation  j and  the  coals, 
j which  are  of  excellent  quality,  are  the  only  article  of  fuel. 

Bur  the  occupation  of  the  numerous,  highly  ufeful  and  ornamental  Rows  of  Houfes, 

| (each  two  ftories-in  height)  built  upon  the  rifing  ground  to  the  weftward  rf  the  town, 
(in  vs hich  every  poor  family,  employed  in  the  coal-works,  poflefles  a feparate,  conve- 
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pens  ary,  in  preventing  the  introdu&ion,  and  suppressing 
the  progress,  of  contagious  disease,  clearly  appears  from  the 
following  fact. — Six  years  have  elapsed  since  any  powerful 
and  alarming  Epidemic  has  prevailed  in  this  town  ; which, 
previously  to  the  Institution  of  the  Charity,  was  visited, 
almost  annually,  by  a Fever  of  a most  malignant  nature. 

The 

rlent,  and  rent-free  habitation)  has  conduced  mofl  effectually  to  the  general  faiubiity 
of  this  place. 

Confiderable  benefit  likewife  may  be  derived  from  the  frequent  application  of  frefh* 
prepared  white-wajh  ; which  is  flriCtly  attended  to  in  the  houfes  briefly  defcribed  above. 
Thefe  buildings  amount  to  three  hundred ; and,  from  the  uniformity  of  their  ftruCturej 
and  the  cleanlinefs  of  their  exterior,  they  make  a very  pleafing  appearance. 

This  adjunct  of  the  Town  of  Whitehaven  is  not  yet  diflinguifhedby  any  other  name 
than  that  of  Th t New  Houfes,  (all  of  which  are  numbered)  except  the  Front  Range, 
which  is  called  Cajile  Rc <w,  poffefling  one  of  the  mofl  delightful  fituations,  both  as  to 
cir,  light,  and  profpett , that  is  to  be  met  with  in  this  part  of  the  country. 

We  have  had  feveral  proofs  of  infectious  fever  being  accidentally  introduced  into  a 
Angle  houfe  ; which,  from  indifcreet  conduCl,  fpread  to  many  families,  in  town  ; when, 
by  the  ufual  precautions,  not  an  individual,  in  thofe  extenfive  buildings,  has  fuffered  the 
leaft  fymptom  of  difeafe. 

Several  alterarions  have  lately  been  made,  which  cannot  fail  of  contributing  as  well  j 
to  the  health  as  to  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants ; — fuch  as  widening  the  lower  end  jj 
of  Duke-Jlreet , where  it  joins  the  North  Tongue  ; — the  fine,  fpacious  approach  to  the  North 
Wall  \ — the  commodious  new  Road  from  Branfiy  ; the  entrance  to  which,  from  the 
town,  will  fhortly  he  completed ; — and  the  enlargement  of  the  Road,  and  excellent 
Pavement  of  the  New  Town. 

The  improvements  now'  forming  in  the  town,  and  the  conflru&ion  of  its  additional 
buildings,  will  alfo  (it  may  be  prefumed)  contribute  to  mitigate  the  virulence,  and  pre- 
vent the  diffufion  of  contagious  diflempers. 

It  has  been  formerly  obferved  that  the  diftriCt  of  the  town  adjoining  to  the  meadows 
was  mofl  liable  to  the  prevalence  of  intermittent,  or  malignant  fevers.  The  prefent 
falubrity  of  this  fituation  may  be  juftly  attributed  to  the  cultivation  and  draining  of  the 
ground,  the  confiderable  increafe  in  the  depth  of  the  rivulet  Poe , which  flows  through 
the  whole  extent  of  the  vale  ; and  to  other  modern  agricultural  improvements,  pre- 
venting any  accumulation  of  putrid  vegetable  matter. 

Notwithstanding  the  population  of  the  town  has  been  lately  very  much  increafed,  by 
the  extenfion  and  improvement  of  the  collieries,  public  works,  and  lime  quarries,  and 
the  great  encouragement  given  to  various  manufactories,  and  founderies;  yet  the  ge- 
neral health  of  the  people  was  never  more  perfect  than  it  is  at  the  prefent  period:  and 
wlien  we  compare  the  flate  of  this  fituation  with  that  of  the  neighbourhood,  for  the 
laft  three  years,  it  will  appear  to  have  fuffered  much  lefs  fenfibly  from  the  fatal  influ* 
ence  of  Epidemic  Contagions. 
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The  extreme  severity,  and  remarkable  vicissitudes  of  the 
weather,  which  continued  from  the  beginning  of  November 
dll  the  end  of  April , were  the  immediately  exciting  causes  of 
purely  Inflammatory  Diseases,  chiefly  affe&ing  the  throat  and 
lungs.  Their  symptoms  were  relieved  and  removed  by  co- 
pious and  repeated  blood-lettings,  the  application  of  blisters, 
occasional  laxatives,  and  the  regular  exhibition  of  Saline  and 
Antimonial  Medicines  ; which,  with  plentiful  dilution,  pro- 
moted a general,  moderate,  and  beneficial  state  of  perspira- 
tion. These  attentions,  however,  were  of  no  avail  in  a few 
cases,  particularly  where  Medical  Aid  was  required  late  in 
the  disease ; and  we  are  sorry  to  observe,  that  the  number 
of  sudden  deaths  has  been  greater  in  this  than  in  any  pre- 
ceding winter. 

From  the  same  causes,  and  within  the  same  period,  occur- 
red a great  variety  of  Chronic  Disorders  ; the  pains  and  dan- 
gers of  which  were  aggravated  by  the  imbecilities  of  Old  Age. 
In  such  deplorable  cases,  it  was  only  in  the  power  of  art  to  af- 
ford a temporary  mitigation  of  the  principal  symptoms,  de- 
laying their  inevitably  fatal  termination,  and  smoothing,  as  it 
were,  the  avenues  of  death.  The  applications,  also,  to  the 
Surgical  Department  of  this  Charity  were  then  remarkably 
frequent. 

Whilst  a powerful  tendency  to  inflammation  characterized 
the  diseases  of  Whitehaven,  an  Epidemic  of  a very  dif- 
ferent nature  raged,  with  peculiar  and  extreme  violence,  in 
its  neighbourhood.  Scarcely  a single  family  was  exempt 
from  its  painful,  dangerous,  and  debilitating  influence.  Nu- 
merous were  its  viftims,  and  the  recovery  of  many  was  ac- 
complished with  great  difficulty,  by  the  administration  of 
proper  remedies,  and  a stri6t  attention  to  the  regimen. — The 
symptoms  of  this  disease,  in  its  first  stage,  were  those  of  Cho- 
lera Morbus ; the  irritations  to  nausea,  vomiting,  and  diarrhoea 
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being  frequent  and  painful.  Its  duration  was  uncertain,  and 
a manifest  tendency  to  dysentery,  distinguished  the  progress, 
and  sometimes  fatally  closed  the  disease. — From  a mature 
consideration  of  the  various  circumstances  connefted  with 
the  appearance  and  prevalence  of  this  Epidemic,  it  seems 
reasonable  to  impute  its  bilious  and  putrid  nature  to  the  em- 
ployment of  certain  articles  of  diet ; more  particularly,  per- 
haps indeed  solely,  to  the  liberal  use  of  Potatoes . This  Year 
has  been  singularly  unfavourable  to  the  produftion  of  that 
general  and  most  useful  article  of  food.  The  inclement  state 
of  the  season  rendered  it  requisite  to  take  them  up  before 
they  were  perfeftly  ripe.  Very  probably  the  moist  and 
clayey  condition  of  the  soil  might  also  have  an  effeft  in  ren- 
dering them  less  palatable  and  nutritive.  In  such  situations, 
or  in  the  towns  and  villages  which  were  supplied  with  the  wa- 
tery and  waxey  potatoe,  this  dysenteric  tendency  was  obser- 
ved to  prevail  almost  universally,  and  with  an  high  degree  of 
malignancy.  It  is,  perhaps,  no  unreasonable  conjeflure,  That 
the  Potatoe,  possessed  of  these  properties,  or  employed  in  its 
unripe  state,  may  retain  a portion  of  that  poisonous  quality, 
which  distinguishes  the  tribe  of  plants  to  which  it  belongs. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  had  generally  and  fatally  prevailed,  in 
the  neighbourhood,  for  many  preceding  months ; but  its. 
baneful  influence  had  not  been  experienced  in  this  town  till 
the  beginning  of  OElober , when  a young  man,  who  had  previ- 
oufly  suffered  that  distemper  in  Maryport , communicated  it 
to  two  children,  in  Quay-street . As  he  was  then  perfectly 
recovered,  the  infection  retained  in  his  wearing  apparel  was 
probably  the  source  of  disease.  The  symptoms  affe&ing 
these  children  were  so  mild,  that  it  was  difficult  to  discrimi- 
nate the  nature  of  the  fever.  From  them  it  spread  through 
the  whole  of  an  adjacent  family.  The  husband  was  slightly 
disordered^  the  wife  and  eldest  daughter  suffered  the  usual 
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Symptoms  of  fever,  with  considerable  ulceration  of  the 
jtnroat,  and  their  recovery  was  protra&ed  by  the  general  de- 
bility which  succeeded  the  disease.  In  the  two  youngest, 
■the  one  aged  two  years,  and  the  other  eight  months,  extreme 
languor,  and  a tendency  to  a state  of  most  malignant  putres- 
cency,  marked  the  rapid  and  fatal  progress  of  the  disease. — 
The  throat  was  so  painfully  tumified,  that  food  and  medi- 
cines were  swallowed  in  small  quantities,  and  with  great 
difficulty.  Not  the  smallest  appearance  of  scarlet  eruption 
could  be  discovered  upon  the  skin ; which  proves  the  truth 
of  the  general  observation,  That,  in  the  virulent  and  putrid 
states  of  this  disease,  a powerful  determination  to  the  throat  is 
a principal  symptom.  Profuse  discharges  took  place  from 
the  eyes  and  nostrils.  Pungent  heat,  frequent  weak  pulse, 
and  insensibility  to  any  irritation,  were  the  other  dangerous 
I'symptoms.  The  duration  of  this  fatal  malady,  in  both  these 
^deplorable  cases,  did  not  exceed  six  days.  The  further 
communication  of  this  alarming  contagion  was  prevented, 
most  effe£tually,  by  a careful  attention  to  cleanliness,  clear 
ventilation,  and  the  employment  of  the  various  most  aftive 
- fumigations.  We  could  not  by  any  means  account  for  the 
unexpc&ed  re-appearance  of  the  disease  in  November. 
!Two  children  suffered  it  in  Church-street.  The  one,  very 
i' young,  did  not  long  resist  its  fatal  malignancy,  and  the  re- 
Icovery  of  the  other,  for  its  accomplishment,  required  a con- 
siderable length  of  time,  and  frequent  medical  assistance. 

During  the  first  ten  days  of  the  month  of  May , in  several 
| high  and  exposed  situations,  within  the  district  of  this  Ci-ia- 
! rity,  an  Influenza  prevailed  almost  universally:  its  symp- 
toms were  more  catarrhal  than  inflammatory,  and  readily 
yielded  to  the  usual  diluting,  saline,  and  pe&oral  remedies. 

I The  occurrence  of  this  disease  might  be  imputed  to  the  state 

of 
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of  the  weather,  which  had  then  suffered  the  most  remarkable 
vicissitudes  ever  remembered ; extreme  cold  and  excessive 
heat  having  rapidly  succeeded  each  other. 

It  will  be  unnecessary  to  advance  any  argument  in  recom- 
mendation of  the  Cow-pox  ; its  perfeft  efficacy  in  protefting 
the  human  constitution  from  the  Small-pox  contagion,  being 
now  generally  acknowledged.  To  the  attestations  of  the 
most  eminent  practitioners  in  its  favour,  in  many  populous 
and  even  pestilential  countries — in  every  climate  and  season 
where  its  salutary  influence  has  been  long  and  happily  expe- 
rienced, may  be  added  the  decisive  sanction  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians.  After  obtaining,  from  every 
possible  source,  the  most  authentic  information  relative  to 
this  important  subjeft,  and  having  maturely  and  judicioufly 
investigated  the  numerous  fafts,  which  could  support  or  in- 
validate such  evidence,  they  are  become  its  zealous  advo- 
cates ; and  strenuously  recommend  this  practice  as  the  most 
effectual  preservative  from  the  ravages  of  the  greatest  of  hu- 
man calamities.  They  produce  not  only  the  strongest  proofs 
of  the  immediate  and  permanent  efficacy  of  the  Cow-pock 
Inoculation,  but  they  have  incontrovertibly  established  this 
important  faff,  That  the  number  of  cases  in  which  the  Cow- 
pox  has  failed,  is  greatly  inferior  to  that  of  the  deaths,  in  the 
inoculated  Small-pox.  It  is  also  remarked,  that  the  opera- 
tion and  effects  of  the  Natural  Sviall-pox,  upon  thefe  patients,  j 
are  milder  and  less  pernicious  than  in  the  usual  course  of  that 
disease.  It  has  been  proved,  by  the  extensive  experience  of 
every  celebrated  and  impartial  practitioner,  that  the  benefits 
winch  the  Community  derive  from  the  Cow-pock  Inoculation,  1 
when  compared  with  those  of  the  Small-pox  Inoculation,  are  : 
in  the  proportion  of  8000  to  6. — It  must  therefore  be  acknow- 
ledged that  Vaccination  possesses  more  than  1300  chances  to  i 
one  in  its  favour ! 

We 
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We  have  repeatedly  stated  the  absolute  expediency  ofseleft- 
ing  the  Vaccine  Matter  at  an  early  stage  of  the  disease,  whilst 
peVfe&ly  liquid;  as  the  only  methodof  rend<  ringit  an  effectual 
antidote  to  the  Small-pox  contagion.  Several  instances  have 
occurred  lately,  in  which  a disregard  of  this  injunction  has 
occasioned  the  various  and  painful  symptoms  of  the  spurious 
Cow-pox,  and  exposed  the  patient,  equally  as  before  the  ino- 
culation, to  the  dangerous  influence  of  the  Small-pox. 

If  the  Cow-pock  matter  is  to  be  conveyed  to  any  distant 
situation,  we  must  not  negleft  the  precaution  of  carefully 
preventing  the  injurious  effefts  of  heat:  for  if  taken  from  the 
same  pustule,  and  at  the  same  early  period  of  maturity,  it  will 
communicate  the  genuine  disease  to  a child,  in  town  ; but 
may  disappoint  our  expeftations  if  carried  into  the  country  ; 
merely  from  the  circumstance  of  the  charged  lancet  being 
kept  warm,  in  a waistcoat  pocket. 

The  Directors  of  this  Charity  are  impressed  with  senti- 
ments of  the  most  exalted  admiration , and  the  warmest  grati- 
tude, when  they  contemplate  that  truly  Christian  spirit  of  Be - 
nefcence , which  has  induced  the  opulent  inhabitants  of  White* 
haven  and  its  Vjci  nit  y,  to  support  the  interests  of  this  Dis- 
pensary, by  liberal  donations  and  annual  subscriptions . In 
the  accomplishment  of  the  important  and  benevolent  views  of 
this  Institution , their  charitable  zeal  has  obtained  an  ample 
gratification. 

Dreadful , indeed,  are  the  pains  of  disease,  when  aggravated 
I hy  the  acute  sufferings  of  extreme  want . Private,  most  muni- 
ficent liberality  has, for  the  last  eleven  years,  been  extended,  in 
various  modes,  to  the  effectual  relief  of  such  complicated  distress . 
It  is  impossible  to  express  those  emotions  of  admiration , which 
involuntarily  arise,  when  vje  ref  ell  on  those  high  and  invalu- 
able obligations,  which  have  been  most  bountifully  conferred 
upon  the  indigent  and  distressed  of  every  description.  Genero - 
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sity,  so  disinterested  and  extensive , is  exalted  far  above  human 
praise . Long  may  those  who  exercise  it,  continue  to  enjoy  that 
fortune,  of  which  they  make  so  noble  an  application  ! Enviable 
indeed  is  their  happiness  : they  experience  the  purest  of  earthly 
delights,  arising  J-rom  the  consciouness  of  having  administered 
comfort  to  the  sorrows  of  the  most  wretched  of  their  fellow- 
creatures,  and from  the  well  grounded  hope  of  that  glorious  re- 
ward, in  a better  state,  which  is  promised  to  deeds  of  Charity . 

To  the  exercise  of  this  pre-eminent  virtue  zue  can  not  possibly 
require  any  incitement,  if  we  only  refled  that  we  possess  a Reli- 
gion, which  enjoining  universal  and  ardent  philanthropy,  un- 
der the  most  awful  sandions,  and  from  the  most  powerful  mo- 
tives, has  excited  amongst  mankind  a spirit  of  benevolence  un- 
known to  the  most  learned  and  civilized  nations  of  the  Heathen 
world . They  had  no  Dispensary,  no  Hospital,  no  Asylum 
for  poverty  or  sickness.  Surely  this  consideration  should  urge 
us,  with  irresistable  force,  liberally  to  support  those  noble  Iiu 
stitutions , which  are  the  exclusive  boast  of  Christianity,  and 
refed  the  highest  lustre  upon  this  age  and  kingdom . 

To  the  performance  of  a duty  to  which  we  are  impelled  by  \ 
an  inslindive  propensity,  by  motives  of  self-interest , and  by  i 
the  precepts  of  our  Holy  Religion,  it  has  pleased  the  gracious  j 
Author  of  our  Being  to  associate  the  most  delightful  emotions  i 
of  which  our  nature  is  susceptible.  In  the  hour  of  sickness  j 
arid  sorrozo,  ( and  to  sickness  and  sorrow  all  men  are  liable ,)  l 
at  a time  when  all  earthly  pleasures  vanish,  this  exquisite  gra-  I 
tification  is  most  powerfully  felt:  then  it  soothes  the  anguish  j 
of  the  troubled  breast;  it  is  capable  of  extrading  the  sting  J 
from  the  most  painful  of  bodily  diseases : and,  when  Death  I 
shall  approach,  the  retrosped  of  a life  spent  in  ads  of  benefl - 1 
ceqce,  will  impart  to  the  soul  that  comfort  and  support,  which 
will  enable  us  to  finish  our  earthly  course  with  joy  ; animated 
ly  the  bright  pro  sped  of  that  eternal  r.ecompence  which  will  be 
assigned  to  those  who  pity  and  relieve  the  sufferings  of  indij 
gence  and  disease.  An
